APARTMENT HOUSES, 


THE 
CHANGE WROUGHT IN NEW 


YORK BY THEIR INTRODUCTION. 


The Absurd Name, French Flats—Supe- 


riority of Now York Apartments to 
Those of Paris— The Different Grade!. 
Their Popularity. 


[Special Correspondence 3 


NEW YOKE, Dec. 6 —A marked change In 


the manner of living bas^come to this city 
from the introduction of apartment houses, 
Inaptly called flats, or French flats. Flat Is 
Scotch, meaning a floor, loft or story in a 
building, and has no corresponding word in 
French, as applied to architettura Apart- 
ment, although used by Shakespeare to sig- 
nify a suite of rooms, was considered obsolete 
in that sense until we revived the term here 
by making ,the thing 
We employ tbe word 


as the Fi ench and Italians do, with a slightly 
different spelling, to mean a set of rooms, 
connected together on one floor, for the pur- 
pose of housekeeping 


Apartment is the exact term; but French 


flat, relating to the New York mode of liv- 
ing, is not at all pertinent, since our apart- 
ments are, except in the general plan, quite 
unlike those of Ti ance 
Oui apartments ai e 


often pronounced inferior to the Fi ench ones, 
especially by New Yorkers who have spent 
little time in Pans but they are, forthe'most 
part, decidedly bupeiioi 
Many Americans 


are prejudiced m favor of the city on the 
Some- They go there, and, after occupying on 
oidmary apai tment tor a few months, call it 
delightful, and express, on then return home, 
great dibbati«iaction with New York apart- 
ments ibis is tithei unconscious ideahza 
tion or sheer affectation 
The veiy pel-sons 


who laud the apoi tments of Paris most loudly 
would not be willing ta inhabit the same 
kind of apartments oil this side of the sea 
Those, over thei o, are often Lighter, being 
built around courts, than many of those hei e, 
but in othei lespects, they suffer* by com- 
parison 
1 hev seldom, if ever, have any of 


the inodpni mipi ovements or conveniences— 
the Fi ench i cs>cmble the Chmose somewhat 
in then ultia conservatism of opinion and 
conduct—and ore ill adapted to housekeeping 
as housekeeping is, understood in Manhattan 
Apailmuits in Pans aia substantially tho 
same that they weie generations ago, but 
they have been continually uudei going 
changes foi the bettei m tbis city 


One of the fli st apai tment bouses here was 


made some twelve }cars ago out of the 
foi mer New Yoi k club house at Fifth ave- 
nue and Fifteenth bti eet, and was called the 
Haight 
The 1 ooms of each suite wei e small 


and the kitchens connected with them seemed 
like closets But the houso had a icstauiant 
for the accommodation of the tenants, who 
might, if they chose, take meals there at a 
fixed pi ice per v. euk and who were thus in- 
dependent of then private kitchen 


About the time of the opening of the 


Haight two othei apartment houses, belong 
ing to ths Stiryvcsant estate, weie completed 
—one m Eist Ihnteenth and the other in 
Enst Eighteenth sheet- 
They weie fully as 


comfoi table, but, as they had no elevator and 
being in a less fashionable neighboihood, they 
weionot so deal 
'Ihey had no restauiant, 


eithei, und each family was compelled, there- 
foi e, to pi epai G its ou n meals 


Bapirtl> built m various pai ts of the town 


fiom tins u lie on thc> were occupied as fast 
ui built 
Indeed the demand so far exceeded 


the suppl> that tonants wc?i e seem eel as soon 
as the aicluteUfc plans hurt been finished. 
Most ol thu IIOUE-S ei e tod the flrst few years 
lolloping tUen mtiorluction weie more or 
less pi etentious and costly, in order to over 
come the wholesome piejudice of Anglo- 
Arnei icans a gainst seve i al families dwelling 
uudei the same root 
Those vi ho did not nice 


apoitmeiits weie inclined to depieciate them, 
speaking ol them as genteel tenements which| 
iu a sense, they may bo, although those of the 
better kind aie as secluded, as rigoiously pri- 
vate in lespcc I to one anothei, as are lesi 
dences on opposite side of the stieet, 


If the eailj apai tments had been cheap and 


in nnluvoiable localities, well-to do peisons 
of culture and taste would have avoided 
them, and thus Inue brought them into dis- 
lepnte 
Heal estate owners, understanding 


this went to tlieothej extreme and found their 
profit m it 
1 hej leai lied by expel icnce that 


apaitments vould then pay fiom2to4per 
cent moio per annum thnn single tamily 
hou8«i, anil the demand for tha new soit ot 
structure mci easing rather than diminishing, 
they wei o active in putting it up They found 
too, that apaitmeuts if showily built, and 
high in price oould be made to i eturn a hand- 
some income m qu irters by no moans eligible, 
wheie nobody would have thought of putting 
up regulai dwellings 
Apaitmenta built in 


uppei Binadwaj , m Sixth and Seventh aven- 
ues and far to the east and west side, were 
readllv taken 


Within two or three yeais theio has been a 


man a for building apartment houses, par- 
tially owing to the erroneous belief that they 
return a laigo interest 
The business has 


been enormously overdone, the supply of 
such houses is to day far in excess of the de 
mand, and yet they are still going up Many 
of them do no not now pay 3, even 2, per 
cent 
and some of the laigest and finest 


merely meet then regular expenses 
At 


present any number of them are seeking 
tenants at unprecedently low rates 


This excess of supply will i ectify itself m 


due time, so rapidly does the city glow and 
so constant is the influx of prospei ous persons 
from other towns, determined to fix their 
abode help 
Hardly anybody knows how 


fast New York, with its vicinity, is increas- 
ing in population 
It ia now more than 3,- 


000,000, and a capital of so enormous bulk 
cannot be ai i ested in its swift development 
The sudden and extraordinary advances in 
the stock maiket evinces an alteied financial 
feeling and a levrval of confidence m the se 
entities dealt m on the exchange Capitol 
will be likely hencefoith to go mole freely 
into Wall sti eet, and be rorrespondmg y 
withdi awn ii oin i col estate 
In the next few 


yeais theie will, in all probability.be little 
building, 
comparatively, 
of 
apartment 


houses, which maj ere long be in biiskde 
mand again at i emunerative rates 


We fiequently hear that people are getting 


tired of apai tmpnts, but it is not true 
An 


insulin city of such configuration as this must 
depend for an indefinite period on apart- 
ments as places of residence 
Small, single 


family houses commanding model ate rents 
are not ei ccted, except so far up town as to 
be undesirable to persons wishing to have 
some social life, some relation to 
their 


friends 
Kigbtieth street is not distant—it 


cannot be so considered when there is a Two 
Hundred and Twenty fifth street^-but they 
who make then homes thei e are virtually 
isolated, unless they have abundant means to 
provide frequent and elegant entertainments 
From Fifty ninth to Twenty third street, and 
from Lexington to Seventh avenue, land is 
too dear for the occupation of persons of 
modest income, who are not content with 
apartments 
Many of these rent from $2 500 


to $r>,000, so that they cannot be hod by 
everybody 
An apartment with an elevator 


steam heat and the modem conveniences will 
always bring at least 81,000 and upward 
Those unable 01 un^ illing to pay more than 
from SiOO to SSjOO must be resigned to very 
contracted quarters, dark rooms and many 
discomforts

THE 910,000 Oil. PLANT. 


A. Visit to the Tank Line Works—Becent 


Improvement*—Here to Mtaj. 


In his rambles yesterday afternoon s 


REPUBLICAN commissioner visited the 
office and works of the Consolidated Tank 
Line- Company, on Oerro Gordo street, 
where Manager Crosthwait, who has been 
with the oumpany for a period of 10 years, 
was found in charge. After a pleasant 
chat with the Manager in his cosy private 
office, the reporter made a toer of the 
extensive establishment and viewed tbe 
recent improvements that cost the com- 
pany in the neighborhood of $8,000. All 
of the old frame buildings have been torn 
down, giving place to an imposing ware- 
louse and storage room oonstzuote 1 en- 
urely of brick.size 50x100 ftet, with a base- 
ment of the same size 9 feet high. There 
are no partitions on either fl >or, but there 
are several departments; one for lubri- 
eating and refined oils, coal oil, gasoline, 
iurpentine, etc.—in fact every grade and 
quality of oils in use in the country. In 
one corner of the mam floor room is the 
pumping machinery, connecting with the 
;anks at some distance from the building. 
The pumps and pipes are so adjusted that 
;he barrels can be filled with any kind of 
oil desired. Some distance away is the 
cooperage department where barrels are 
made over end tightened, and at the east 
side of the building is an arrangement 
'or glueing the barrels on the inside, thus 
making them air tight. Double doers at 
she north end open on the platform from 
which oars are quickly loaded ready for 
shipment. 
Tue arrangements 
are so 


perfect throughout that when an order 
comes in for B carload ot oil, the barrels 
already filled oin be loaded and the oar 
locked up for shipment within 30 minutes. 


East of the main building are three iso- 


lated oil tanks, eaoh 20 feet in diameter 
and J6 feet high. They furnish storage 
for coal oil and gasoline 
One holds 1000 


barrels and the other two 500 barrels 
each, A brick wall four feet high divides 
eaoh tank. The oil in these huge tanks 
is drawn into the warehouse by means of 
the steam pumps and pumped direct into 
the barrels. Supplies of oils from the 
east is received in the long tanks seen on 
railway oars and the same is stored in 
the tanks. Near the tanks is seen a great 
heap of empty oil barrels. They number 
about 4,000 and are in constant use for 
shipping purposes. 


The new office is a model of conven- 


ience and is located in front of the ware- 
house. The main office where the prin- 
cipal clerical work is done is 16x22 feet 
It is furnished with handsome desks and 
is heated by steam, The cashier is Justus 
Lukens; bookkeeper, J. B. Harranff; 
shipping clerk, Will MoOlBlland 
At the 


left ot tbe entrance is the office of Manager 
H. 0 Orosthwait, with its oarptted floor, 
decorated celling, fireplace ani steam 
heating apparatus, closets and other con 
veniences, 


In the Deeatnr branch of the company 


is invested 810,000, and Manager Cros- 
thwait euppliHs all points in Central Illi 
nois. He sends out about 80,000 barrels 
of oil annually, and does a business ag- 
gregating 8200,000 a year. Tee Consol- 
idated Company, whose headquarters are 
at Cincinnati, Ohio, regards Deoatur as 
one of the chief distributing points in the 
west, because of the excellent railway 
facilities. A sub station to tbe Decatur 
branch has been established at Mattooii 
111,, with L, L. Orosthwait as manager, 
and a similar sub-station will soon be
